LEXINGTON MERCHANT KILLED 
BY^^ALL THUOUdH SHAFT. 



Mr. Stanley Milward, of the under- 
taking firm of W. R. Milward Sous, 
of Lexington, one of the best-known 
men in Central Kentucky, was in- 
stanly killed at 7:20 o'clock Wednes- 
day morning when in an attack of diz- 
ziness he fell through the elevator 
shy ft of the firm's building from the 
third to the first "floor.

Wounded Cross Border and 
Implore Help-May Give 
Up To U.S. 



PRESIDO, TEX., Jai. 1.— The bat- 
tle of OJinaga, Mexloo, between the 
northern division pf the Federal army 
and rebels continued this morning, 
after hayfaig been in progress all t&e 
night. _ 

Five or six hundred Federals had 
already been killed and the number 
of the woimded will be far in excess 
of that number. ^ 

Horrifying sights were witnessed on 
the American side i)efore daylight. 

Wounded soldiers with shattered 
arms, legs shot off, and injuries that 
la-ter proved fatal, struggled through 
the river, and pleaded with the Amer- 
ican soldiers for help. 

All the physicians and medical 
supplies available here were placed 
at the service of the disabled Feder-^ 
^ Bafors daylight more than 209 
wounded had sought reMef on this 
side. 

Some of them were so badly injured 
t^at they begged tue American sol- 
diers to kill them. 

From the war-scarred little village 
of Ojinaga, back a mile from the Rio 
Grande river, appeared to be an end- 
less tide of the wounded. 

Federal deserters also came to the 
river in great numbers, indicating 
that the bulk of Huerta's army was 
disposed to give up. -All the desert- 
ers who were not woimded, however, 
were distii-uied on this side and sent 
back by Major McNamee, command- 
ing the I'nited States border patrol. 
Major McNamee has more than 300 
guns which he took from deserters. 

During the nii^t the groahing of 
the wounded on the battlefield on the 
opposite side of the river could be 
heard by the Americah cavalrymen. 
The firing in the darkness seemed to 
be hearin* tlian it had been. 

All woMen, children and non-com- 
batants ol OJinaga came to the river 
and were taken to the American side. 

The litile Red Cross' headquarters 
on this side, where the Federal 
wounded are being cared for. now is 
as active as a field hospltaH»n a bat- 
tlefield. . v

DOUlK;^ TRACKS FOR THE 
EMTIRE CUMeERLAND DIVISION 



It is reported, that the Louisville & 
Nashville raUroad is considering esti- 
mates, on the cost of double tracking 
the entire Cumberland Valley Divis- 
ion, due to the heavy coal traffic that 
has grown up in^ the new Harlan coun- 
ty field in the last year. The Harlan 
mines although most of them are new 
are averaging an output of 160 cars of 
coal daily. This large amount is said 
to be giving the operating department 
of the L. & N. much trouble to han- 
dle. About six hundred cars dally 
are going tbrongh to Corbin where 
they are traibfbrred for movement 
either north or south. This gniat 
growth in the eoal traSle is not dhtar 
taxing the mblTe eapadtjr of tne 
L. ft N., but ft is hiterfering with- the 
opei;;stion of passoiger trains. 

It is likely the work <rf double track- 
ing the division will begin ^n the early 
spring or summer. Nearly all the in- 
crease in the coal traffic comes from 
the new branch in the Harlan field, 
although older mines have been main- 
taining St large output.

Denver, Colo.— Thete .la A Devil's 
slide in both Montana and Colorado, 
quite different In charscter. yet of 

such tremendous proportions, so steep 
and so jagged as to suggest* that only 
the devil himself could accomplish 
the slide down them and continue to 
do business thereafter. The Devil's 
slide in Montana, shown in the Illus- 
tration, is near the Yellowstone Na- 
tional park, a great trough pitching 
down Connabar mountain of the Gal^ 
latin range, formed by two huge pW«K< 
lei knife-blade lidg^ of white qnarta- 
ite. The spaoe between tiiese two 
almost vertical backbones Is quite nar- 
row and constitutes a vertical chute 
ending in a small lake at the base of 
the slide into which the devil waa 
supposed t#^plnuff^ at 1^ end of Ids 
toboggan ride. The Colorado Devil's 
slide is an exceedingly steep slope on 
the almost perpendicular sides of the 
Gunnison canyon. The rock here is 
entirely devoid of vegetation aM the 
"slide*' is quite unclimbsble. Any per- 
son, detil or otherwise, starting at the 
top would certainly reach the bottom 
and plunge into the foaming Gunnison 
river in record time. The Devil's slide 
is not far from the great Gunnison irri- 
gatiOB taaael^ whieh the Obvemment 
Reclamation aerrlbe , has bored through 
a tremendous inonntain wall to divert 
the waters fr<Jm the Gunnison river 
out into the fertile lands of the Un- 
comphagre valley.

Further regulations for payment of 
the income tax Issued Tuesday ^at 
WhshingUm, provide that husband 
and wife living toKsther shall b» -en- 
titled to an exMUption of |4,000 ftbm 
the aggregate n^ income of both, but 
when separated and living apart, per- 
manently, endi shah be entitled to a 
13,000 exemption. 

Where husband and wife, living to- 
gether, have separate estates, their 
income may be made upon one re- 
turn, but the amount of the income of 
each with the full names and Ad- 
dresses must be shown. 

The husband, the regulation says, 
.should make the return as the head 
and legal representative of the house- 
hold.. W^iere a wife has an estate 
managed by herself, from which she 
receives an income of more than 
13,000. she may make her own return, 
and if the husband, in such cases, 
has an income which brings the total 
above 14.000. the wife's return should 
be attached to that "of* her husband, 
or vice versa. ^ 

Where eith^ husband or wif«( has 
an income of |3,500 or mbre a return 
ia required under the law. no matter 
whether the combinec income of both 
be less tiian $4,000. When the joint 
income exceeds $4,000 husband and 
wife are jointly -and separately liable 
i tor rnaki.ng the proper returns and 
for the payment of the tax. The sin- 
gle or married status of persons 
claiming the exemptions provided 
shall be determined at the time made 
if it is made wit'iin the year of re- 
turn, otherwisf tlit^ .'Status shall be 
determined at tlie close of he yefir.

Tlie consumer destroys wealth; the 
prodscer createt it. Any investiga- 
ti<m or study of our economical prob- 
lems must be approaced from ui 
standpoint of the producer before a 
solution can be found We can only 
build our civilization through the pro- 
ducer. If we follow the consumer, \ 
destruction lies in pur pathway ' 

The producer is the mast cipable ; 
and the only universal citizen in civ- \ 
ilization. He cannot help himself 
without helping all mank'nd. :h-i < - i 
ement of shelfishness that dominates 
every other class of industry is im- 
possible in his business. The produc- 
er really has more to fear from in- 
flated prices of his product than the 
consumer, for high prices will inevita- 
bly result in an increase in produc- 
tion and win automatically lower ^he 
price ofttimes below the cost of pro- 
duction and Jtoperdize the -very |ife 
of the industry. The interests of the 
producer are antagonistic to exorbi- 
tantly high prices and 'likewise the 
best interests of the consumer are 
hostile to abnormally low prices. 

The price should be one that the 
farmer can afford to raise the stuff 
and the consumer afford to buy it. 

We are a government by consum- 
ers and for consumers, and our laws 
and customs conform to his require- 
ments, and as long as this condition 
prevails there will always be strife 
and rebellion due to the IneMipetMicy 
of our economic system.

The most successful year of hus- 
bandry in the United States brought 
forth $6,100,000,000 worth of crops, 
of which $2,896,000,000 were repre- 
sented by cereals alone, and $3,650,- 
000,000 worth of animals sold and 
slaughtered and animal products. 
The value of the 1913 crops is twice 
as great as that of 1899; more than a 
$1,000,000,000 over 1909; and substan- 
tially greater in 1912. Of all the 
crops, however, it . is estimated that 
62 par .cant wiU remain <m farms 
where they were m'oduoed and that 
20 per cent of the animal p tp da cHon 
will remain. On that baaia tha caah 
income is estimated by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at $5,847,000,000.
